The Transplanting Was Successful and 
Dr. Sutter Believes His Patient 
Will Recover From Hic 
Injuries.

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Dr. Otto Sutter, | Superintendent of the 
City Hospital, performed a delicate opera- 
tion for skin-grafting Saturday afternoon, 
transplanting nearly four square inches of 
cuticle from a father’s arm and back to the 
cheeks and neck of a child. 

The child was little Johnnie Casey, aged 
4 years, who was burned on the night of 
Dec. 2 last. The boy was playing about the 
room of the home, 2308 Olive street, when 
his dress accidentally caught fire. Before 
the flames could be extinguished they 
reached his face, neck and arms, searing 
the tender skin until it was killed. It was 
presumed the child would not recover, but 
by good fortune none of the fire was in- 

aled. 

The large extent of the burned surface 
has persistently refused to heal and Dr. 
Sutter found it necessary to engraft liye 
skin on the little fellow’s cheeks. 

John Casey, the father, who works in 
East St. Louis, was notified, and at once 
offered himself in behalf of his son. He 
came to the hospital Saturday afternoon, 
where preparations. had all been made for 
the operation. 

The child was put under an anesthetic, 
the father was bared to the waist, and the 
physician skillfully removed small particles 
of skin from the one and planted them 
upon the other.

MADRID, Spain, Thursday Night, by way of Bayonne, France, March 
4.—Gen. Weyler received me to-day. He said: 

“I don’t believe the United States really want war with Spain. 

“I never feared complications with the American Government when I 
was in Cuba. , 

“My opinion, from a military standpoint, was that we then had sufficient 
resources to face all emergencies on sea and land—even more than enough. 

“l-intend to speak’in the Senate, if I am challenged to defend my acts 

in Cuba. | ; ) ; 

“I donot like interviews. I have received no foreign correspondent,—and, 
indeed no Spanish reporter—since I returned from Barcelona yesterday. 

“You ask me if any submarine mines were placed in Havana harbor dur- 
ing my command. Certainly not. In fact, to tell the truth, I believe that 
the very steamer in which I spent two days before I left Cuba was anchored 
all that time in about the same spot in the harbor at Havana where the Maine 
disaster occurred. 

“I NEVER HAD ANY MINE LAID INSIDE THE HARBOR AT 
HAVANA. 

“But that does not mean that I had not formed plans of fortification and 
defenses in case of any emergency or conflict. Everybody knows how quickly 
the modern science of engineering can prepare such defences. 

“I did not carry away my plans or maps, as the general staff and the en- 
‘gineer service always keep such data. . 

_ “I did bring home my personal military plans for carrying out a system 

of operations, and of destruction of the resources of the insurrection. These 
plans had been so successful in the four Western Provinces that in six months 
at the farthest—because the districts were thinly populated and comparatively 
geting | systenr would have deprived them of the means to hold out. 
; From a military point of view the situation in Cuba certainly has not 
improved since I left. The autonomist party is in now. Its best paper, La’ 
Lucha, advocates my policy of waging war on the insurgents first, and reserv- 
ing political measures for the day of victory.”

Fully realizing the importance of prepara- 
tions for any.emergency the President has 
directed the Navy Department to open nego- 
tiations looking to the purchase abroad of 
warships. 

Eight men-of-war, which are practically 
completed in foreign ship yards, have becn 
offered for sale in the United States. The 


President has given consideration to the ad; 
visability of placing an option on them. 
The Navy Department

ndon, Paris, St. Petersburg, Berlin, 
Vienna and Rome. This surveillance has 
been maintained for two months, but more 
a oo! since the Maine disaster.

They gave Captain General Blanco a means 
of repressing internal disorder that has 


heretofore been lacking to the Government. 
The volunteers and the populace, who have 
been rejoicing over the coming of the ships 
because of the supposed effect on the United 
States, have not thought of it in this light. 
They may see its bearing later if they at- 
tempt a hostile demonstration. 

But while Blanco is measureably reas- 
sured against attacks from his own people, 
no progress is made in preventing assaults 
from without, nor are the insurgents show- 
ing a willingness to yield amy of the ad- 
vantages they have gained. While recruits 
for the Spanish army continue to arrive 
from Spain, their coming seems to insptre 
no dread in the insurgents, who are alike 
indifferent to persuasion and to force.

SAVED THE CREW. 
A British Vessel Stranded Off the Cape 
Hemry Lightship. ~ 
NORFOLK, Va., March 6.—The British 


steamship Gleadow, from Delaware Break- 


er to Norfolk, loaded with a cargo of grain, 
stranded two miles south of Cape Henry 
lightship yesterday morning. The steamer 


lies almost on exactly the same spot where 
the ill-fated bark Dictator went to pieces 
two years ago, when all her crew were 
drowned. 

The life-saving crew made heroic efforts 
to get to the Gleadowe, but failed to launch 
the lifeboat through the heavy surf. It wes 
then seen that it would be mecessafy to 
shoot a line to the ship and bring her crew 
ashore in the breeches buoy. Repeated ef- 
forts to reach ‘ther failed, but at 2 o’clock 
the line was got to her and the work of res- 
cuing Capt. Harrison and his crew of 23 
men, one at a time, was begun. It was 4 
o’clock when the last man was landed, not 
a life having be@n lost, eithoush the cap- 
tain’s son, who wes struck in the head by a 
pulley, narrowly escaped drowning as he 
was being hauled ashore through the heavy 
surf. The wind was blowing about 56 miles 
an hour when the Gleadowe stranded and 
the rescue of her crew was effected in the 
teeth of a 64-mile gale.

PROPOSITION TO ABSORB TEXAS 
MIDLAND AND HOUSTON & 
TEXAS CENTRAL. 


DIRECT ROAD TO GALVESTON. 


The Main Line Would Have Que Thou- 
sand Miles of Track and the 
Branches as Many More— 
Officials Reticent. 


Tf Mrs. Hetty Green's present plans go 
not awry the St. Louls & San Francisco 
Raflroad will become one of the greatest 
railway systems in this country. 

It is understood the Frisco is perfecting 
arrangements to absorb the Texas Midland 
and thé Houston & Texas Central, giving 
it a straightaway line of 1000 miles from 
St. Louis to Galveston, with western side 
lines amounting to another thousand miié¢s. 

The roads phich are proposed to be ab- 
sorbed are owned by Mrs. Green. Her son, 
Kk. H. R. Green, is President of the Texas 
Midiand. She is a large stockholder in the 


Frisco, and her ambition is to consolidate 
the three lines and make her son President 
of the entire system. 

Involved in the deal is a battle for the 
control of the Southwest. The Frisco re- 
cently purchased the Blair line, and within 
two months will have its trains running into 
Kansas City, thus meeting the competition 
of the (Missouri Pacific in that diréction. 
Inside of five months its extension from 
Oklahoma City to Sapulpa will be finished, 
giving to St. uls a line of trade in a new 

irection and opening a vast field of com- 
mercial territory. 

These activities are preliminary to the 
coming consolidation of the Texas roadé 
named, The Frisco now runs to Paris, 684 
miles. The Texas Midland would extend 
the terminus 13 miles to Ennig, and the 
lHiouston & Texas Central would put it at 
Galveston, 280 miles farther south. 

At the lowest calculation the Frisco sys- 
tem would then have 2000 miles of road, run- 
ning straight southwest from St. Louis and 
Kansas City to the South and

The Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe also invaded the West-

The Killing of George Horton by Matthew 


Hancock occurred on July 25, 1897. Horton 
was a ticket broker at 1413 Market street. 
Hancock was a negro porter who worked 
around the saloons and questionable resorts 
on Chestnut street, near the Union 5Bta- 
tion. A woman, Rosie Clark, who claimed 
to be the wife of Horton, employed the 
negro to watch Horton and find where he 
lived and if,he were not living with another 
‘woman. 

Hancock entered Horton's place of bus!- 
ness on the morning of the murder. He 
had a note for Horton from the Clark 
woman. Horton ordered Hancock out of 
the house and told him to Keep away. A 
few hours later the negro again entered the 
place. Again was he driven out. 

The third time he entered he was pre- 
pared to stay. Horton arose to order the 
negro out. Before he had taken a step 
Hancock drew a revolver and fired.’ Horton 
fell and the negro fired twice*more. Hor- 
ton was taken te the City Hospital, where 
he died a few days later. 

The State, through Circuit Attorney Ez- 
gers, proved one of the strongest cases of 
deliberate murder ever perpetrated. ‘Han- 
cock listened to the evidence without being 
affected by it. One day he read the Bible 
constantly. 

Hofer and Jones, colored attorneys, de- 
fended Hancock. They had no evidence and 
put the defendant on the stand in the mere 
of making a seif-defense case. While the 
negro made a fair witness in his own behalf, 
the evidence was so overwhelming that their 
attempt was useless. 

After the ju was polled, Hancock was 
led back to jail. H is step was firm and 
he laughed and joked with the deputy sher- 
iffs who had him in charge. 

The condemned man was seen in his cell
